All  Ordinance  to  transfer  the  sum  of  five  tliousand  dollars 
from  the  appropriation  for  electric  liglits  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  g-ds.

of  any  unpaved  private  alley  is  a  nuisance 
or  detrimental  to  health,  he  shall  give 
notice  to  the  owner  or  owners,  or  his,  her  or 
their  agent  or  agents  of  the  property  bind- 
ing thereon,  to  grade  and  pave  said  alley 
within  such  number  of  days  as  in  his  judg- 
ment the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  de- 
mand; and  if  at  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  said  notice  such  private  alley  has  not 
been  graded  and  paved  as  required,  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  his,  her  or  their  agent 
or  agents  shall  be  subjected  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  (^20)  dollars,  and  a  further  fine  of 
five  ($5)  dollars  for  every  day  thereafter 
that  he,  she  or  they  neglect  or  refuse  to 
comply  therewith.

An  Ordinance  supplementary  to  Ordinance  Xo.  107,  ap- 
proved May  19,  1898,  for  repaving  Concord  street  from 
Pratt  street  to  the  foot  of  Union  Dock. 

Whereas,  On  February  27,  1893,  an  esti- 
mate was  asked  for  by  the  City  Council  for 
the  repaving  of  Concord  street  from  Lom- 
bard street  to  Eastern  avenue,  and  the  said 
estimate  was  $18,000  ;  and 

Whereas,  Ordinance  167,  approved  May 
19,  1893,  was  passed  to  pave  Concord  street

from  Pratt  street  to  the  foot  of  Union  Dock, 
and  only  $12,000  was  appropriated  to  do 
the  work;  and 

Whereas,  The  amount  of  work  was  more 
tlian  doubled,  and  the  difficulties  in  the  way 
will  increase  the  cost  to  the  amount  of 
$26,000,  and  are  of  a  different  nature  from 
any  street  we  have  yet  paved ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
City  Commissioner  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  contract  with 
such  lowest  responsible  bidder  for  such 
materials  as  may  be  required  for  repaving 
said  Concord  street ;  and  that  the  sum  of 
twenty-six  thousand  dollars  ($26,000),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  defray 
the  cost  of  same;  said  sum  to  be  taken  from 
the  sum  of  one  million  six  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1,600,000)  of  bonds  set  apart 
for  repaving  of  streets  with  improved  pave- 
ments in  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  issue 
of  six  million  dollars  ($6,000,000)  of  bonds 
f6r  public  improvements,  approved  October 
7,  1892;  and  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
are  hereby  directed  to  sell  from  time  to 
time,  as  may  be  required,  bonds  for  this 
purpose,  and  pay  the  proceeds  to  the  City 
Register,  to  be  applied  on  the  warrant  of 
the  Comptroller  to  the  purpose  above  men- 
tioned and  to  no  other  purpose.

An  Ordinance  regulating  the  use  of  bicycles,  tricycles  and 
velocipedes  on  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  riding  upon  a  bicycle,  tricycle  or 
velocipede  on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city 
of  Baltimore  to  coast  upon  the  said  vehicle 
within  the  old  limits  of  the  city,  and  that 
all  persons  so  riding  shall  keep  their  feet 
upon  the  pedals  and  a  hold  upon  the  handle 
of  said  vehicle,  so  as  to  have  the  same  under 
proper  control  to  avoid  accidents. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained. That  all  persons  violating  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two  dollars 
($2)  and  not  more  than  five  dollars  ($5)  for 
each  and  every  offense;  to  be  recovered  as 
other  fines  and  penalties  are  now  recov- 
ered for  violations  of  city  ordinances;  and 
that  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
January  1,   1894.

An  Ordinance  for  the  prevention  of  throwing  or  placing' 
dangerous  substances  on  the  sidewalks  or  crosswalks  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  any  person  who  shall  cast,  throw  or  de- 
posit on  any  sidewalk  or  crosswalk  in  any 
street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  place  within 
the  city  limits  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  any 
part  or  portion  of  any  fruit,  vegetable  or 
other  substance,  which  when  stepped  upon 
by  any  person  is  liable  to  cause  or  does 
cause  him  or  her  to  slip  or  fall,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  before  any  magistrate,  sliall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar 
nor  more  than  five  dollars,  or  in  default  of 
the  payment  of  such  fine  by  imprisonment 
of  not  less  than  one  day  nor  more  than  ten 
days  in  the  Baltimore  City  Jail  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  proprietor  of  every  stand,  store  or 
other  place  where  fruit  or  other  substances 
mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance 
are  sold,  shall  keep  suspended  therein  or 
posted  thereon  in  some  conspicuous  place  con- 
stantly, a  copy  of  this  ordinance  printed  in 
large  type,  so  that  persons  purchasing  such 
fruit,  vegetable  or  other  substances  may 
become  aware  of  its  provisions;  and  every 
such  proprietor  or  agent  refusing  or  neglect- 
ing to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  sucli 
neglect,  or  in  default   of  payment  thereof 
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by  imprisonment  in  the  Baltimore  City  Jail 
for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than 
thirty  days  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

ing  in  tliis  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  sale  of  skim  milk  or  buttermilk, 
provided  they  be  sold  as  such,  and  that  the 
purchaser  be  in  every  instance  notified  of 
their  true  character. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Health  to  carry  out  the  provisions

shall  be  a  practical  analyist  and  skilled  in 
the  chemical  and  microscopic  examination 
of  milk  and  other  food  products;  he  shall 
not  be  a  member  of  or  interested  in  any 
trust,  corporation  or  company  dealing  in 
food  products;  he  shall  make  such  chemical 
and  microscopal  examinations  as  will  be 
required*  under    this    ordinance,    and   will 
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report  the  result  of  all  such  examinations  s^aviS.  ^"'^ 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Health;  he  shall  be 
present  at  the  hearing  and  trials  of  all  cases 
wherein  he  has  made  an  examination.  His 
salary  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per 
annum.

impure  shall  be  construed  to  mean'  natural 
change  or  decomposition  of  normal  con- 
stituents, or  absorption  of  or  commingling

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  Article  XXII  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code,  title  ''Harbor,  docks  and  wharves,'^  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  re- 
enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
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ARTICLE    XXII. 


HARBOR,    DOCKS    AND    WHARVES. 

Harhor  Board. 

1.  Tliere  sliall  be  appointed,  as  other  city 
officers  are  appointed,  six  citizens  of  un- 
doubted character,  selected  with  a  view  to 
skill  and  efficiency,  and  who  shall  serve 
without  pay,  who*w^ith  the  Mayor  shall  be 
styled  the  Harbor  Board  of  Baltimore.  The 
Mayor  shall  be  the  president  of  said  Board, 
and  any  four  members  of  said  Board  shall 
constitute  a  qourum  for  the  transaction  of 
business;  the  said  Board  shall  have  exclu- 
sive control  over  all  affairs  connected  with 
the  harbor,  and  all  money  appropriated  for 
the  same  shall  be  expended  under  its  direc- 
tion and  be  paid  by  the  Register  to  its  order. 

2.  No  member  of  the  said  Board,  and  no 
person  appointed  to  office  under  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  be  interested  under  any  con- 
tract, bargain,  sale  or  agreement  in  relation 
to  any  work  in  the  department ;  and  any 
contracts,  bargains,  sales  or  agreements 
made  in  violation  of  this  section,  shall  be 
utterly  void  as  to  the  city,  and  the  office 
vacated  by  the,  party  interested  in  any  of 
said  matters  in  violation  of  this  section.

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board 
to  meet  once  a  month,  and  oftener  if  re- 
quired, to  mature  and  decide  upon  all  plans 
in  reference  to  the  general  policy,  details 
and  management  of  all  matters  of  the  de- 
partment. The  Board  shall  provide  suitable 
books,  in  which  the  general  accounts  shall 
be  properly  kept,  showing  in  detail  all  the

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transactions  of  the  department ;  and  the 
Board  shall,  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth 
day  of  January,  annually,  present  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  a  full  statement  of 
the  work  of  the  department,  including  all 
receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  preced- 
ing year,  together  with  any  information  or 
suggestions  the  Board  may  deem  important. 

4.  The  said  Board  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  (and  at  its  pleasure  to  remove  and 
discharge)  one  civil  engineer,  one  clerk,  and 
the  necessary  number  of  employees  to  ex- 

empVoVetf  ^^  ecute  and  supervise  the  general  work  of 
the  department  as  required  by  ordinance, 
including  surveys,  dredging,  repairs  to 
wharves,  and  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  boats  under  control  of  the  Board,  all  of 
them  to  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  performance 
of  their  work ;  the  clerk  to  keep  a  just  and 
true  account  of  all  the  transactions  of  the 
department,  and  of  work  done  by  the  con- 
tractors ;  the  engineer  to  direct  and  super- 
vise the  work  of  the  department  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board,  and  to  make  reports 
of  same  to  the  Board ;  the  supervisors  to 
see  that  all  dredged  material  is  properly 
removed  and  deposited,  and  to  send  a  daily 
report  of  same  to  the  clerk,  and  render  a 
monthly  account  of  the  same  to  the  Board 
under  oath ;  and  the  said  Board  shall  name 
the  respective  salaries  to  be  paid  to  all 
employees  under  its  control  and  super- 
vision, and  shall  require  bonds  of  such  of 
its  employees  as  should  be  bonded  to  pro- 
tect the  public  interests,  in  such  penal  sum 
as  the  Board  may  deem  suflicient. 

5.  The  said  Board  shall  annually  adver- 
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tise,  for  not  less  than  ten  days,  in  the  two 
daily  papers  having  the  largest  circulation 
published  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  pro- 
posals for  all  the  necessary  work  for  the 
ensuing  year  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars 
in  value ;  the  specifications  for  dredging 
shall  state  the  amount  of  appropriation 
therefor,  and  that  all  dredged  material 
must  be  removed  and  deposited  so  that  no 
portion  thereof  shall  flow  into  any  of  the 
channels  of  the  Chesapeake  bay  or  Patapsco 
river ;  any  person  of  known  capacity,  re- 
sponsibility and  integrity  shall  be  a  com- 
petent bidder,  but  all  bids  must  be  accom- 
panied with  suflScient  surety  to  secure  the  due 
execution  of  the  work  in  the  event  of  the 
bid  being  accepted ;  and  the  said  Board 
shall  open  all  bids  in  public,  at  the  time 
named  in  the  advertisement;  the  Board 
may  reserve  the  right  to  waive  defects  and 
to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  and  in  the  event  of 
such  rejection  the  Board  shall  advertise  as 
before  for  proposals ;  and  then,  if  no  accept- 
able bid  be  obtained,  the  said  Board  shall 
proceed  to  have  the  work  necessary  to  be 
accomplished  done  in  such  a  manner  as  in 
its  judgment  may  be  most  conducive  to  the 
interests  of  the  city.

6.  All  contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  the  said 
Board,  in  giving  out  by  contract  any  por- 
tion of  the  work  in  its  department,  shall 
reserve  to  itself  the  right  to  control  and 
regulate  the  manner  of  performing  such 
work,  or  carrying  out  such  contract,  so  as  to

of  the  streams  or  sewers  running  therein,  in

10.  The  Harbor  Board  is  hereby  empow- 
ered and  directed  to  cause  to  be  removed,  in 
such  time  as  it  may  think  reasonable,  all 
vessels  which  may  be  sunk  in  the  harbor  or 
port  of  Baltimore;  and  theowner  or  owners 
of  such  snnken  vessel  who  refuse  or  neglect

11.  The  Harbor  Board  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  provide  a  suitable  barge 
or  scow,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
said  Board  may  find  necessary,  to  receive  on 
the  same  the  ashes  from  the  tow-boats  in 
use  in  the  harbor;  the  said  ashes  to  be  de- 
posited where  they  will  not  be  injurious  to 
navigation  or  health.

or  otherwise,  the  Board  may  make  such 
charges  for  said  use  as  it  may  ddem  reason- 
able and  just,  and  apply  the  sum  received 
for  same  towards  the  expenses  of  the  boats. 

13.  The  Harbor  Board  shall  have  secured 
all  obstructions  to  navigation  that  may  be 
found  drifting  about  or  otherwise  obstruct- 
ing navigation,  and  shall  notify  the  owner 
or  agent  of  same  that  the  said  obstruction 
has  been  so  secured  and  held  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner;  and  if  not  claimed  within 
ten  days  the  Board  shall  sell  the  same,  and 
any  balance  after  the  expense  of  securing 
has  been  paid  shall  be  held  by  the  Register 
to  be  paid  to  the  owner,  if  claimed  within 
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twelve  months.  Any  person  who  shall  cast 
loose  or  set  adrift  any  object  likely  to  be- 
come an  obstruction  to  navigation  shall  pay 
a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

14.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
to  swim  or  bathe  at  any  time  between  the 
hours  of  seven  in  the  morning  and  eight  in 
the  evening  in  any  part  of  Jones'  Falls  or 
of  the  Patapsco  river  within  the  limits  of 
the  city  so  as  to  make  an  indecent  ex- 
posure under  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
dollar  nor  more  than  five  dollars.

the  agent,  owner,  or  occupier  of  such  wharf, 
and  the  owners  of  lots  binding  on  or  run- 
ning to  the  harbor,  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  secured  in  such  manner  as  the  said 
Board  may  think  proper,  so  that  no  injury 
can  result  therefrom  to  navigation  or  to 
health,  and  if  the  owner  is  a  minor,  or 
cannot  be  found,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Harbor  Board  to  have  the  wharf  or  lot 
secured  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  to  be 
recovered  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
in  due  course  of  law ;  any  person  who  fails 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section  shall  pay  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for 
every  day  of  non-compliance.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  directing  the  City  Commis- 
sioner to  require  certain  conditions  to  apply  to  all  con- 
tracts for  improved  pavements  in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  the  City  Commissioner  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  require 
all  proposals  for  laying  improved  pave- 
ments under  any  ordinance  or  ordinances  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
hitherto  adopted,  to  include  th^  guarantee 
of  the  contractor  to  maintain  the  said  pave- 
ment in  good  order  for  five  years  from  the 
date  of  the  acceptance  of  said  work  by  the 
City  Commissioner,  and  that  all  the  old 
material  on  streets,  or  portions  of  streets, 
provided  to  be  repaved  by  said  ordinances 
shall  be  removed  by  the  contractor,  at  the 
expense  of  the  city,  to  such  place  or  places 
as  the  City  Commissioner  shall  from  time 
to  time  designate,  and  the  said  old  materials 
shall  remain  the  property  of  the  city.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  the  Journalists'  Club  of  Baltimore 
City,  a  body  corporate  under  the  laws  of 
Maryland,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
adopt  and  issue  to  any  active  writer  on  a 
reputable  daily  newspaper  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  and  to  the  representatives  of  the 
press  associations  recognized  as  newsgather- 
ing  agencies,  badges  of  appropriate  design 
and  consecutively  numbered;  such  badges 
to  be  subject  to  the  approval  and  endorse- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners 
of  Baltimore  City,  and  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City,  and  to  be 
constantly  under  the  control  and  supervision 
of  the  said  Journalists'  Club  of  Baltimore 
City,  and  governed  by  rules  formulated  by 
that  organization. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and 
ordained,  That  whenever  any  person  to 
Avhom  the  badge  has  been  issued  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misuse  of  such  badge,  or  an 
abuse  of  the  privileges  conferred  thereby, 
such  badge  shall  be  taken  from  such  person 
by  the  revocation  of  his  lease  by  the  said 
Journalists'  Club  and  the  return  of  the  con- 
sideration therefor. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
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dained,  That  any  person  who  shall  obtain 
or  attempt  to  obtain  any  privileges  by  the 
misuse,  fraudulent  use,  duplication  or  coun- 
terfeit of  such  badge,  or  who  shall  in  any 
wise  impose  upon  the  police  or  other  public 
autliorities  or  officials  by  means  of  such 
badge  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  one  dollar  or  more  than  ten 
dollars. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  any  person  who  shall  dupli- 
cate or  counterfeit  any  badge  or  badges 
adopted  by  the  Journalists'  Club  of  Balti- 
more City,  as  provided  herein,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  or  enabling  others  to 
obtain  any  of  the  privileges  accorded  to  the 
authorized  wearers  of  such  badges  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five 
dollars  or  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 


Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained. That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.
